The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  met  in 
Holy  Trinity  Church,  Augusta,  Ga.,  this  day  at  7:30  P.  M., 
and  began  its  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convention. 

In  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  President  of  Synod,  the 
Vice-President,  Rev.  W.  A.  Julian,  preached  the  Synodical 
Sermon  from  Mark  1  :  3.  Then  followed  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Fathers  and  Brethren: — By  the  favor  of  Almighty  God,  we  are 
permitted  to  assemble  in  the  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  our 
Synod. 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  we  record  that  none  of  our  ministers  have 
been  taken  from  us  by  death. 

Death  has  taken  from  us  some  of  our  oldest  and  most  useful  laymen. 
Prominent  among  them  are  O.  B.  Mayer,  Sr.,  M.  D.,  who  died  July  16, 
1891,  in  the  74th  year  of  his  age;  and  G.  Muller,  M.  D.,  who  died  Octo- 
ber 6,  1891,  in  the  77th  year  of  his  age.  These  men  were  full  of  faithful- 
ness. They  rest  from  their  labors,  and  their  works  do  follow.

August  16,  1891,  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer,  and  Revs.  G.  W.  Hol- 
land, J.  D.  Bowles  and  A.  W.  Lindler. 

FINANCIAL. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Synod  at  its  last  session  neglected  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  income  of  the  Seminary  Fund  to  the  Treasurer  of  Newberry 
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College,  I  directed  the  Treasuier  of  said  Fund  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Newberry  College  all  income  accruing  up  to  this  meeting  of  Synod'. 

May  7,  1891,  I  executed  to  Rev.  W.  R.  Coles,  of  the  colored  Presby- 
terian Church,  at  Aiken,  S.  C,  a  lease  of  Synod's  lot  in  that  city.  [See 
Minutes  of  1890,  page  19.]  A  copy  of  the  lease  is  herewith  submitted.  It 
is  recommended  that  it  be  printed  with  this  item  of  the  report.  I  also 
herewith  hand  to  you  one  dollar  ($1.00),  the  rent  for  one  year. 

CONFERENCES. 

The  Orangeburg  and  the  Newberry  Conferences  have  presented  reports. 
They  contain  important  overtures  to  the  Synod.  It  is  hoped  that  you 
will  be  able  to  take  some  positive  favorable  action  thereon.  This  makes 
two  years  in  succession  that  the  other  conferences  of  the  Synod  have 
ignored  Chap.  XV,  Art.  9  of  the  Constitution  of  Synod. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

A  letter  from  Rev.  E.  A.  Bolles  says  he  is  so  pressed  with  his  pastoral 
duties  that  he  begs  to  be  excused  from  this  meeting  of  Synod.  He  has 
passed  his  seventy-ninth  year.  He  is  the  oldest  minister  of  this  Synod. 
His  continued  strength  is  occasion  for  gratitude.  v 

At  the  suggestion  of  a  lady  in  Lexington  County,  it  is  recommended 
that  you  renew  the  effort  to  enclose  the  grave  of  Dr.  E.  L.  Hazelius. 
"The  grave  of  so  good  and  useful  a  man  should  not  be  neglected." 

The  pressing  wants  of  the  Church  are  a  traveling  missionary  and  in- 
creased resources  for  Newberry  College.  But  these  questions  will  come 
to  you  from  other  sources. 

You  are  expected  to  elect  delegates  to  the  United  Synod,  which  will, 
convene  before  our  next  session.

Supplementary. — Copy  of  Lease  of  Synod's  Let  in  Aiken,  S.  C. 

STATE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  That  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Caro- 
lina, in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  to  us  in  hand  paid,  hereby  agree  to  lease 
unto  \V.  R.  Coles,  of  the  city  of  Aiken,  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  ex- 
ecution of  this  lease,  the  following  described  property  in  the  city  of  Aiken,  to  wit: 

All  that  parcel  or  lot  of  land  situate,  lying  and  being  in  the  City  and  County  of  Aiken 
and  State  of  South  Carolina,  measuring  and  bounded  as  follows:  North  by  unenclosed 
lot  and  measuring  thereon  150  feet;  East  by  lots  of  Frank  Crum,  and  C.  H.  Camp,  and 
lot  of  Colored  Temperance  Lodge  and  measuring  thereon  120  feet;  South  by  Immanuel 
Presbyterian  Church  lot  and  measuring  150  feet,  and  West  by  York  Street  and  measuring 
thereon  120  feet.  With  the  right  to  the  said  Coles  to  renew  this  lease  from  year  to  year 
upon  the  annual  payment  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  the  rent  of  the  same,  subject, 
however,  to  the  right  of  either  party  to  terminate  this  lease  at  the  expiration  of  any  year 
by  either  party  giving  three  months'  previous  notice  of  their  intention  so  to  do.

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III.  "ALUMNI  HOUSE." 

The  Synod  having  appropriated  the  sum  of  $600.00,  towards  the  erection 
of  the  third  house,  and  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  College  having  ex- 
pressed at  their  annual  meeting  in  June,  1890,  a  willingness  to  aid  in  this 
work,  your  Committee,  after  a  conference  with  the  Committee  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  promised  to  pay  Synod's  appropriation  of  $600.00 
towards  the  third  house  to  be  known  as  the  Alumni  House,  said  Associa- 
tion pledging  itself  for  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  the  house,  viz:  $1,000.00 
less  $150,  to  be  paid  by  the  Professor  occupying  the  house. 

This  house  has  been  finished  at  a  cost  of  $1,662.00.  Of  Synod's  appro- 
priation only  $84.00  have  been  paid,  leaving  a  balance  of  $576  yet  due.

IV.  COLLEGE  AGENCY. 

Your  Committee  is  profoundly  impressed  with  the  importance  to  the 
work  of  the  College  of  a  vigorous  financial  agency  or  secretaryship.  The 
needs  of  the  College  are  constant  and  urgent.  The  demand  for  increased 
endowment  is  more  pressing  than  ever,  because  of  the  sharp  and  growing 
competition  caused  by  the  institution  of  Graded  or  High  Schools  and  by 
the  enlarged  appliances  and  attractions  of  schools  of  higher  learning  sup- 
ported by  the  State.  In  order  to  hold  the  patronage  that  rightly  belongs 
to  us,  our  people  must  be  assured  that  Newberry  College  offers  advant- 
ages equal  to  those  found  in  other  colleges  of  the  State  of  like  grade. 

If  the  sum  of  $6,000  has  been  raised  for  the  College  with  so  little  visible 
effort  and  in  the  brief  period  of  eighteen  months,  might  not  a  much  larger 
work  be  done  by  the  agency  if  a  fit  man  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  increasing  the  Bachman  Endowment  to  $50,000.00,  of  seeking  enlarged 
patronage  and  of  adding  to  the  appliances  of  the  College. 

Should  the  Synod  not  see  its  way  clear  to  creating  the  financial  secre- 
taryship, your  Committee  most  respectfully  and  urgently  asks  that  you 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $600,  to  be  paid  during  the  coming  synodical 
year,  towards  the  current  expenses  of  the  College  for  the  present  session.

REPORT    OF    BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THEOLOGICAL 

SEMINARY. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Seminary  Board  at  Newberry,  ,  Rev.  J. 

Hawkins,  D.  D.,  was  elected  President  and  Rev.  E.  A.  Wingard  Secretary. 
On  account  of  the  absence  of  Dr.  Hawkins,  Rev.  J.  A.  Sligh  was  elected 
temporary  chairman.  Dr.  Holland,  chairman  of  the  Faculty,  made  a 
report  wThich  was  received  as  information  and  put  on  record. 

It  was  resolved,  according  to  the  instructions  of  Synod,  that  immediate 
steps  be  taken  to  secure  a  Professor  of  Theology.  Revs.  E.  A.  Wingard, 
T.  O.  Keister  and  J.  A.  Sligh  were  'appointed  a  committee  to  carry  out 
this  resolution. 

Prof.  A.  G.  Voigt  was  unanimously  elected  and  has  accepted,  and  is 
now  at  Newberry  as  our  Theological  Professor.  We  ask  the  Synod  to 
confirm  this  action  and  to  arrange  for  his  inauguration  at  an  ealy  day. 

In  connection  with  this,  in  order  to  avoid  any  misunderstanding,  we 
recommend  to  Synod  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Inasmuch  as  the  United  Synod  has  resolved  to  found  a  Theological 
Seminary  and  has  invited  proposals  for  its  permanent  location  to  be  pre- 
sentedj  at  its  next  annual  convention,  this  Synod  again  asks  the  United 
S}Tnod  to  locate  its  Seminary  at  Newberry.  If  the  United  Synod  will  do 
so,  the  Synod  agrees  to  allow  the  use  of  its  buildings,  and  to  give  the 
services  of  the  College  Faculty  in  instruction  in  the  branches  they  now 
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teach  (including  Exegesis  of  the  New  Testament  Scriptures)  and  to  pay 
in  full  the  salary  of  one  professor— as  its  share  of  the  common  mainte- 
nance of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

2.  The  completion  of  the  Seminary  Faculty  at  Newberry  by  the  election 
of  Prof.  Voigt  is  not  intended  to  interfere  with  the  purpose  of  the  United 
Synod.  If  the  United  Synod  establishes  its  Seminary,  we  consent  that 
Prof.  Voigt  should  accept  the  chair  to  which  he  was  elected  by  the  United 
Synod.  And  in  the  event  that  the  Seminary  is  located  elsewhere  than  at 
Newberry,  this  Synod  will  bear  its  just  proportion  of  the  cost  of  its  main- 
tenance; but  it  is  just  to  add  that  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  Synod 
again  to  divert  its  fund  from  the  uses  of  the  Institution  at  Newbeny. 

3.  The  Synod,  however,  will  continue  to  preserve  the  organization  of 
its  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  in  order  that,  if  the 
United  Synod  fails  to  found  a  Theological  Seminary,  wre  may  be  faithful 
to  the  trust  which  has  come  down  to  us  from  our  fathers.

The  Committee  on  Conferences  submitted  their  report. 
REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONFERENCES. 

The  Charleston  and  Central  Conferences  have  not  furnished  reports  to 
this  Committee.  The  Newberry  and  Orangeburg  Conferences  have  pre- 
sented their  published  proceedings.  In  addition  to  this,  the  President  of 
the  Newberry  Conference  has  prepared  and  submitted  a  careful  statement 
of  work  during  the  synodical  year. 

The  following  matters  are  referred  to  Synod: 

1.  The  earnest  hope  is  expressed  that  the  Synod,  through  its  Committee 
appointed  at  its  last  session  to  redistrict  the  congregations  into  charges 
and  provide  for  the  vacant  churches,  may  be  able  to  do  what  the  New- 
berry Conference  "has  so  far  found  impossible  to  do."  This  matter  will 
receive  the  attention  of  Synod  at  the  proper  time. 

2.  The  appointment  of  a  Missionary  who  would  have  special  care  of 
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'  vacant  congregations  and  organize  new  fields  of  work  received  special 
attention  from  the  Newberry  and  Orangeburg  Conferences.  On  the  30th 
day  of  May,  1 89 1,  the  Newberry  Conference,  then  in  session  at  Bethle- 
hem Church,  Pomaria,  S.  C,  received  the  following  notice  of  the  action 
of  the  Orangeburg  Conference  then  assenbled  in  Columbia: 

Resolved,  That,  the  Orangeburg  Conference  stands  ready  to  unite  with 
the  other  Conferences  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod  in  the  support  of  a 
State  Missionary,  to  be  employed  by  the  South  Carolina  Synod,  and  will 
pledge  our  part  of  his  salary,  and  that  we  ask  the  other  Conferences  to 
request  the  Synod  to  employ  such  Missionary." 

Thereupon  the  Newberry  Conference  unanimously  adopted  the  follow- 
ing resolutions: 

"Resolved,  1.  That  we  have  heard  with  much  gratification  of  the  action 
of  the  Orangeburg  Conference,  now  assembled  in  the  city  of  Columbia, 
assuring  us  of  their  wilHogness  to  unite  with  us  and  the  entire  Synod  in 
the  employment  of  a  State  Missionary,  and  that  we  hereby  declare  our 
readiness  to  join  the  Synod  in  such  work. 

That  we  hereby  memorialize  Synod  to  devise  some  plan  to  secure 
such  Missionary,  and  that  we  pledge  ourselves  to  do  our  proportional 
part  of  his  support. 

11  j.  That  the  assessment  for  the  suppoit  of  the  Missionary  be  based 
upon  the  synodical  apportionment." 

Yonr  Committee  would  recommend  that  this  Synod  comply  with  the 
request  of  these  Conferences  to  employ  a  Missionary  upon  the  following 
grounds: 

(a)  Because  the  petition  comes  from  a  large  and  influential  part  of  the 
Synod.  The  laymen  are  particularly  urgent  for  the  establishment  of  so 
impor+ant  an  agency  to  advance  our  cause.  The  interest  of  a  large  body 
of  the  Church  in  the  essential  matter  of  extending  our  borders  is  strong 
and,  we  believe,  abiding. 

(b)  Because  of  the  need.  Throughout  our  territory  there  are  members 
of  our  flock  who  are  scattered  abroad  without  a  shepherd.  Some  of  them 
have  sent  earnest  requests  for  pastoral  care.  Many  froxn  our  congrega- 
tions are  moving  into  new  sections  where  our  Church  is  unknown,  thus 
creating  new  fields  of  oppOx-tunity  and  activity  for  us.  Many  promising 
fields  have  been  lost  through  neglect  Beginning  towards  the  sea  coast, 
there  are  Summerville,  Sumter,  the  suburbs  of  Columbia,  Peak,  Langley's, 
Dead  Fall,  Whitm.'re's,  Greenwood,  Spartanburg,  Rock  Hill  and  Green- 
ville. "The  harvest  tr^ly  is  plenteous,"  but  where  are  the  laborers? 
"There  remaineth  yet  very  much  land  to  be  possessed. " 

(c)  The  lM*issiona  y  could  find  other  sections  not  occupied  by  other 
denominations  exclusively,  and  doubtless  effect ual  doors  of  useful  labor 
and  judicious  management  would  be  opened  to  him. 

(d)  The  examples  of  other  denominations  of  Christians  are  incentives 
to  engage  in  this  work.  If  we  cannot  learn  doctrines  from  them,  they  may 
yet  teach  us  useful  lessons  of  practical  work,  especially  Chu  xhpropo- 
gandism.  The  Episcopalians  will  send  pastors  to  one  or  two  members; 
the  Methodists  are  aggressive,  and  the  Baptists,  especially  in  our  State, 
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particularly  active  in  mission  work.  A  proper  appreciation  of  our  purely 
scriptural  doctrines,  of  our  history  of  great  achievement  as  the  Church  of 
the  Reformation,  and  the  original  and  now  strongest  body  of  Protestant- 
ism should  inspire  us  with  zeal  in  making  known  our  doctrines  through- 
out our  whole  territory,  and  especially  providing  our  scattered  sheep  with 
them. 

(e)  We  are  able.  One  thousand  dollars  will  secure  an  acceptable  man, 
and  the  work  could  begin  without  delay.  Each  of  the  four  Conferences 
could  raise  its  proportional  part.  The  Newberry  and  Orangeburg  Con- 
ferences are  already  pledged  for  these  amounts.  The  other  two  are 
abundantly  able.  The  traveling  expenses  of  the  Missionary  could  be 
raised  by  himself,  doubtless,  by  special  collections.  The  railroads  will 
probably  grant  reduced  rates.

ir.  That  St.  Stephen's,  Providence  and  St.  John's,  of  Lexington  County, 
constitute  a  pastorate  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Stephen's  Pastorate. 

12.  That  St.  David's,  Sandy  Run  and  St.  Mark's  (Richland  County) 
constitute  a  pastorate  to  be  known  as  the  Sandy  Run  Pastorate. 

13.  That  Pine  Grove  and  Trinity,  of  Orangeburg  County,  constitute  a 
pastorate  to  be  known  as  the  Pine  Grove  Pastorate. 

14.  That  St.  Matthew's  and  Mt.  Lebanon  constitute  a  pastorate  to  be 
known  as  the  St.  Matthew's  Pastorate  of  Oraageburg  County. 

15.  That  Mt.  Pleasant  and  St.  Nicholas,  of  Barnwell  County,  constitute 
a  pastorate  to  be  known  as  the  Mt.  Pleasant  Pas'  orate. 

16.  That  Mt.  Pleasant,  St.  Matthew's,  Bethany,  St.  Peter's  and  Pisgah, 
of  Lexington  County,  and  Bethlehem,  of  Barnwell  County,  be  allowed  to 
make  their  own  arrangements  for  preaching  for  the  present  synodical 
year,  with  the  understanding  that  the  St.  Stephen's  Pastorate  be  per- 
mitted, if  it  and  the  Pisgah  congregation  so  desire,  to  add  that  Church  to 
said  pastorate,  and  with  the  recommendation  from  Synod  that  these 
Churches  standing  alone  arrange  as  soon  as  practical  for  the  formation  of 
a  pastorate  or  pastorates. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  as  the 
rule  of  Synod  bearing  upon  lay  representation  and  the  government  of 
pastorates: 

1.  That  each  pastorate  be  allowed  only  one  delegate  to  Synod,  whether 
vacant  or  served  by  more  than  one  minister. 

2.  That  churches  not  in  pastorates  be  allowed  a  delegate  to  Synod  for  the 
minister  who  gives  them  regular  preaching  and  who  is  not  a  pastor  of  a 
regular  charge,  whether  the  congregations  so  served  be  one  or  more. 

3.  That  churches  not  in  pastorates  when  vacant,  or  not  receiving  regu- 
lar services  by  a  minister,  be  allowed  each  a  delegate  to  Synod,  but  when 
such  churches  are  served  by  ministers  who  are  pastors  of  regular  charges, 
they  6hall  for  the  time  be  considered  a  part  of  said  charge,  and  be  allowed 
to  participate  in  the  election  of  the  delegate  to  Synod  from  the  charge,  as 
he  is  their  representative  in  Synod. 

4.  That  Synod  is  in  full  sympathy  with  all  efforts  made  by  congrega- 
tions and  pastorates  looking  to  the  employment  of  a  pastor  who  shall 
devote  his  time  to  a  single  congregation,  or  when  this  cannot  be  done,  in 
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reducing  the  number  of  cougregations  forming  pastorates,  and  we  hereby 
heartily  and  earnestly  recommend  the  making  of  such  arrangements 
whenever  this  can  be  done  to  the  interest  and  growth  of  the  Church  at 
large. 

5.  That  the  rule  heretofore  applying  to  the  government  of  pastorates 
be  strictly  adhered  to,  viz:  That  a  minister  cannot  resign  one  church  in  a 
pastorate  without  resigning  all,  or  accept  a  call  from  one  without  said 
call  has  been  made  and  extended  by  the  Joint  Council  of  the  pastorate. 

6.  That  all  pastorates  shall  remain  as  arranged  by  Synod  until  disan- 
nulled by  the  same  authority.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

The  State  of  Religion,  as  appears  from  the  reports  of  the  pastors  of  this 
body,  is  encouraging.    The  activity  of  our  congregations  in  Christian 
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work  is  commendable.  The  attendance  upon  the  services  of  the  sanctu- 
ary has  been  good,  and  there  is  gratifying  evidence  that  the  sacraments 
are  not  neglected.  A  growing  spirit  of  benevolence  is  to  be  felt  in  the 
churches.  Where  Christian  schools  are  neglected,  the  State  of  Religion 
is  sure  to  decline.  It  is  gratifying  to  say  that  our  Synod  cannot  be 
charged  with  such  neglect.  The  interest  in  education  is  on  the  increase 
and  the  attention  given  to  Sunday  School  work  is  producing  good  fruits. 
This  encouraging  condition  of  religion  is  likely  to  be  sustained  and  im- 
proved by  the  increased  interest  in  the  diffusion  of  pure  Christian  and 
Lutheran  literature.

REPORT  OF  BOARD   OF  TRUSTEES  OF  NEWBERRY 

COLLEGE. 

The  College,  since  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
this  body,  has  been  in  successful  operation.  During  the  last  session  about 
one  hundred  students  were  enrolled  and  a  very  large  proportion  of  this 
number  was  in  the  college  classes.  The  conduct,  good  behavior  and 
studious  habits  of  the  students  of  the  college  have  always  been  excellent 
and  the  last  session  was  no  exception  in  this  respect. 

Other  institutions  of  learning  which  have  large  endowments  and  facili- 
ties for  offe/ing  low  rates  of  tution  may  surpass  Newberry  College  in  the 
number  of  students,  &c,  but  for  good  solid  work,  thorough  training  and 
healthful  moral  influences  Newberry  College  has  perhaps  no  superior  and 
but  few  equals.  A  statesman  of  some  prominence  once  said,  "If  you 
want  your  boys  to  become  preachers  send  "hem  to  a  denominational  col- 
lege, but  if  you  want  them  to  become  statesmen  aid  eminent  cit:zens 
send  them  to  a  State  institution."  That  man  doubtless  taught  more  than 
he  intended,  for  the  very  surroundings,  influences  and  example  which 
induce  young  men  to  become  ministers  of  the  Gospel  make  them  the 
best  citizens,  warriors,  statesmen  and  men  of  which  any  country  may  be 
proud. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  announce  the  probable  resignation  of  Prof.  A. 
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J.  Bowers  as  professor  of  Ancient  Languages  and  Literature,  for  it  will  be 
difficult  to  fill  the  place  with  as  good  a  man  as  he  is. 

All  things  considered,  the  College  is  doing  well,  but  the  Church  should 
realize  to  its  fullest  extent  in  this  day  of  strong  competition  from  every 
quarter  that  greater  devotion,  activity  and  liberality  on  the  part  of  the 
friends  of  the  denominational  colleges  are  absolutely  necessary  to  their 
perpetuity  and  usefulness.  What  Newberry  College  needs  at  this  time 
more  than  any  one  thing  is  increased  endowment  to  enable  her  Board  of 
Directors  and  Faculty  to  compete  successfully  with  other  schools  in  offer- 
ing low  rates  of  tuition  to  worthy  young  men. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  steps  will  be  taken  in  this  direction  in  the  near 
future  and  that  the  College  will  be  put  in  a  position  to  enter  upon  a  career 
of  increased  usefulness  both  to  the  Church  and  country  at  large. 

Other  important  matters  connected  with  the  College  having  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  Synod  through  other  channels,  this  report 
should  end  here.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee  met  on  October  29,  1891,  and  organized  for  the  year's 
work  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Holland  as  Chairman  and  A.  H.  Kown  Secre- 
tary. The  amounts  appropriated  to  the  different  Missions  by  Synod  were 
set  apart  for  them  as  follows: 

1.  $375  to  the  Augusta  Mission.  $200  to  the  Orangeburg  Mission. 
$100  to  the  Graniteville  Mission,  with  instructions  to  Missionary  at  this 
point  to  look  after  our  interest  at  Vaucluse  and  Langley. 

2.  One  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  to  the  Mt.  Hermon  congrega- 
tion at  Peak,  on  condition  that  they  have  services  two  Suudays  in  the 
month.  It  was  also  required  that  all  points  receiving  aid  from  Synod 
should  make  quarterly  reports  of  all  work  done. 

3.  The  payments  to  the  Missionaries  of  their  salaries  were  made  monthly 
at  the  end  of  each  month. 

4.  The  question  of  employing  a  Colporteur  for  the  Synod,  who  should  in 
some  cases  be  a  traveling  Missionary  to  look  after  our  people  in  sparsely 
settled  sections  and  who  shojild  also  introduce  our  Church  Literature  to 
our  people,  was  discussed  atid  the  following  action  was  had: 

Resolved,  That  this  Committee  is  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the 
distribution  of  our  Church  Literature  among  our  people,  and  that  this 
matter  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  Synod  at  its  next  meeting. 

5.  At  our  last  meeting  the  question  was  raised  as  to  the  power  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  Executive  Committee  over  the  Missionaries  employed 
by  Synod,  the  Synod  is  asked  to  define  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  its 
Executive  Committee  on  Missions. 
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6.  The  Executive  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
appropriations  made  by  the  Committee  be  ordered  paid  and  our  other  acts 
approved.

The  President  read  her  annual  report,  which  was  received 
and  referred  to  the  proper  Committee. 
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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Sisters  and  Friends:— In  the  kind  providence  of  God,  which 
it  becomes  us  gratefully  to  acknowledge,  we  are  permitted  once  again  to 
enjoy  pleasant  social  intercourse  and  to  consult  with  each  other  as  to  the 
best  plans  for  the  extension  of  the  Master's  kingdom.  We  trust  that 
each  has  come  feeling  her  own  weakness,  and  relying  upon  that  strength 
which  is  "made  perfect  in  weakness." 

This  is  our  Sixth  Annual  Convention,  the  seventh  year  of  our  existence 
as  a  Society,  and  while  we  feel  humbled  at  the  thought  that  we  have 
fallen  so  far  short  of  what  might,  with  greater  zeal  and  unanimity,  have 
been  accomplished,  yet  compared  with  the  years  of  apathy  and  indiffer- 
ence, especially  on  the  part  of  our  sex,  which  preceded  the  organization 
of  our  Societies,  we  are  constrained  to  exclaim,  "Behold  what  God  hath 
wrought ! ' ' 

I  will  here  record  the  amounts  contributed  to  the  Woman's  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  our  State  each  year  since  its  organization 
in  January,  1885:  The  first  fiscal  year  closed  with  November  of  the  same 
year,  and  the  Treasurer  reported,  up  to  that  time,  $343.25;  second  year, 
closing  October,  1886,  $604.55;  third  year,  1887,  $693.07;  fourth  year, 
1888,  $619.48;  fifth  year,  1889,  $607.51;  sixth  year,  1890,  $732.04;  total 
up  to  the  beginning  of  present  year,  $3,599.90.  We  are  not  prepared  to 
give  the  receipts  of  the  present  year,  but  this  you  will  learn  from  the 
Treasurer's  report.  We  do  know  that  it  will  swell  the  total  amount  to 
considerably  over  four  thousand  dollais. 

Much  of  this  has  been  literally  "widow's  mites, "  given  in  a  spirit  of 
self-sacrifice  and  earnest  devotion  to  the  Master's  work.  How  carefully, 
how  prayerfully,  should  every  dollar  be  expended  with  the  view  to  pro- 
mote the  highest  good  of  the  greatest  number. 

The  amount  which  our  Treasurer  reports  as  having  paid  to  the  Knox- 
ville  Mission  is  $463.70.  The  balance  due  our  pledge  will  doubtless  be 
paid  before  the  books  are  closed  at  this  convention  and  our  obligation  to 
that  point  fulfilled. 

The  question  which  now  arises  is  in  regard  to  the  disbursement  of  our 
funds  in  the  future.  I  do  not  think  that  we  can  free  ourselves  from 
responsibilit}'  in  this  matter  by  turning  it  over  entirely  into  the  hands  of 
our  honored  Board  of  Missions.  With  due  deference  to  their  superior 
wisdom,  we  still  feel  that  it  is  our  duty  to  weigh  well  the  subject  in  all 
its  bearings,  and  with  earnest  prayer  for  divine  guidance,  act  in  accor- 
dance to  the  dictates  of  our  own  conscience  and  judgment. 

We  deeply  feel  the  need  of  a  traveling  Missionary,  or  more  than  one, 
within  the  bounds  of  the  United  Synod  South. 

Criticisms  reach  us  from  various  points  in  regard  to  the  extended  location 
of  our  General  Secretary  at  Knoxville.  It  is  claimed  that  only  one  point, 
and  its  immediate  vicinity,  enjoys  the  benefit  of  his  ministration,  whereas 
the  opinion  is  that  a  General  Secretary  is  employed  to  go  from  p  int  to 
point  and  work  up  the  interest  of  cur  Church  wherever  lie  finds  scattered 
members,  or  where  he  finds  destitution  of  church  privileges  even  if  there 
are  no  Lutherans  there.    While  we  rejoice  at  the  successful  procccution 
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of  the  work  at  Knoxville,  we  feel  that  the  time  has  surely  come  either  for 
that  church  to  call  a  pastor  or  for  the  Board  of  Missions  to  employ 
another  General  Secretary. 

There  are  very  many  points  in  country  as  well  as  in  town,  within  these 
Southern  States,  where  organizations  might  in  time  be  effected,  if  visited 
only  occasionally,  by  an  earnest,  zealous,  self-denying  Missionary.  Sun- 
day Schools  and  prayer  meetings  might  be  established,  the  laity  being 
awakened  to  a  sense  of  their  responsibility,  and  inspired  to  hold  their 
own  at  least  until  greater  assistance  could  be  rendered.  And  even  where 
churches  exist  in  isolated  places,  as  for  example  in  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi, where  a  few  weak,  struggling  churches,  surrounded  by  adverse 
circumstances,  have  been  nobly  striving  to  hold  their  own, — what  strong 
bonds  we  might  throw  around  them  by  sending  a  Missionary  to  them 
even  only  on  annual  visits  with  perhaps  a  little  pecuniary  aid  where  most 
needed!  It  would  cause  them  to  feel  the  warm  current  from  the  great 
heart  of  the  Church,  pulsing  through  their  veins,  and  infusing  new  life 
and  vigor  into  every  fibre  of  their  being.  Without  some  such  assistance, 
we  very  much  fear  that  ere  long  the  Lutheran  Church  of  Mississippi  will 
be  numbered  among  the  things  of  the  past.  What  has  given  the  Method- 
ist Church  of  our  conntry  her  unparalleled  success,  if  it  be  not  the  num- 
bers and  the  zeal  of  her  itinerant  ministry?  While  we  have  been  concen- 
trating our  feeble  efforts  on  a  few  points  in  town  or  city,  where  we  can 
never  hope  to  attain  the  prominence  which  they  have  already  reached, 
they  have  sought  out  the  humblest  cottage  in  the  dense  forest,  or  on  the 
pathless  prairies  of  the  West.  While  we  have  been  sitting  down  supinely 
awaiting  the  tardy  arrival  of  a  few  guests,  they  have  literally  gone  out 
1  'into  the  highways  and  hedges  and  compelled  them  to  come  in. ' '  Would 
that  in  this  we  might  emulate  their  worthy  example: 

Apropos  here  permit  use  to  quote  from  an  article  by  Dr.  Hawkins  in 
the  Lutheran  Visitor  of  March  19,  1885.  He  says,  ''Much  has  been  writ- 
ten of  late  on  the  importance  of  securing  the  centres  of  trade  and  influ- 
ence. Nor  has  too  much  been  said.  Doubtless  we  have  lost  much,  and 
may  yet  gain  much  by  turning  our  attention  to  those  centres.  But  the 
fact  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  people  of  the  South  are  an  agricultural 
people.  These  broad  acres  are  covered  over  by  farmers  who  are  the  bone 
and  sinew  of  our  country,  and  so  it  will  always  be.  Some  church  must 
break  to  them  the  bread  of  life.  The  bulk  and  strength  of  our  Church 
lies  in  the  rural  districts.  The  people  of  the  country  are  more  accessible 
to  us  than  those  of  the  city.  It  will  cost  much  less  to  make  a  thousand 
Lutherans  in  the  country  than  a  thousand  in  the  city.  And  when  prop- 
erly trained  they  may  be  as  liberal.  Our  mission  is  to  both  and  we  must 
neglect  neither." 

These  words  were  true  and  forcible  when  written,  and  they  are  equally 
so  now  after  a  lapse  of  sixteen  years. 

Furthermore,  we  need  a  Missionary  within  the  bounds  of  our  own 
State.  We  commend  the  work  of  Newberry  Conference  in  thdr  nob!e  efforts 
in  that  direction  and  we  would  suggest  that  if  this  matter  is  not  taken  up 
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by  Synod  we  supplement  the  work  of  said  Conference,  and  assist  them  in 
raising  the  requisite  amount. 

We  suggest  that  if  another  general  work  be  undertaken,  we  contribute 
to  that  purpose  a  quota  of  our  funds,  proportionate  that  given  by  other 
synodical  societies.  We  should  not  be  expected  to  contribute  to  general 
work  the  same  amount  as  that  given  by  societies  much  stronger  financially 
and  numerically  than  our  own. 

The  Mission  News  is  not  receiving  the  patronage  to  which  it  is  entitled 
as  the  organ  of  Missionary  intelligence  in  our  Lutheran  Church.  It  is  not 
yet  self-sustaining,  the  outlay  being  a  little  beyond  the  income.  This 
ought  not  so  to  be  and  would  not  be  if  proper  interest  were  felt  in  Mission 
work.  Let  every  member  of  this  Convention  constitute  herself  an  agent 
for  this  periodical  so  that  before  another  Convention,  it  may  not  only  be 
a  self-sustaining,  but  a  paying  enterprise. 

A  few  words  now  in  regard  to  Foreign  Missions.  We  have  at  interest 
the  sum  of  about  $1700,  contributed  especially  for  that  purpose — a  conse- 
crated sacrifice  laid  upon  God's  altar  by  hearts  burning  with  sympathy  for 
the  pagan  world.  And  since  this  money  has  been  in  our  hands,  how  many, 
alts!  have  gone  into  the  darkness  of  death,  uncheered  by  the  rainbow  of 
promise,  uncomforted  by  the  Christian  hope  of  immortal  glory!  Alas! 
that  a  single  ear  should  be  closed  to  earthly  sounds  upon  which  the  sweet 
music  of  the  name  of  Jesus  has  never  fallen !  Some  are  discouraged  in  con- 
sideration of  the  futile  attempts  which  have  been  made,  and  suggest  that 
we  henceforth  abandon  the  idea  of  Foreign  Missions  and  devote  our  ener- 
gies entirely  to  the  home  work.  Listen  to  the  Master's  last  command, 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  world."  Some  one  will  say,  "We  have  heathen  at 
our  own  door,  we  have  need  of  all  that  we  can  do  at  home. ' '  Christ  said 
beginning  at  Jerusalem,  but  he  did  not  sa3r,  "Preach  there  until  all  have 
received  the  word, ' '  but,  "Go  and  preach  to  all  nations, "  "to  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth."  When  the  heathen  world  is  brought  face  to  face  with 
us  in  the  judgment,  how  can  we  bear  their  reproaches,  if  we  make  no 
effort  to  give  them  the  bread  of  life?  According  to  carefully  prepared  sta- 
tistics, we  have  in  the  United  States  one  Protestant  Christian  minister  to 
every  800  inhabitants.  In  the  heathen  world,  one  to  every  400,000;  a  pro- 
portion  of  500  ministers  here  to  one  there,  and  yet  we  spend  our  money, 
our  time,  our  energies  in  building  one  church  within  the  shadow  of  an- 
other, whose  orthodoxy  in  points  essential  to  salvation  we  do  not  question. 
When  we  throw  our  souls  into  the  work  of  saving  the  heathen,  and  labor 
for  the  world's  conversion,  as  if  our  own  salvation  depended  upon  it,  then, 
and  not  till  then  will  the  church  appear  before  the  world  in  her  true 
majesty,  "Fair  as'the  moon,  clear  as  the  sun,  and  terrible  as  an  army 
with  banners."  But  we  cannot  dictate  to  the  church  at  large.  The  potent 
question  with  us  is  what  can  we,  as  a  society,  what  can  we,  as  individuals 
do  for  this  great  work?  There  has  hitherto,  for  a  time  at  least,  been  no 
channel  open  to  us,  through  which  the  funds  raised  for  this  purpose  could 
be  disbursed.  Now  an  invitation  comes  to  us  from  the  Northern  Board 
of  Missions  to  co-operate  with  them.  They  have  the  men  willing  to  en- 
gage in  the  work,  and  they  have  Missions  already  established  which  are 
in  need  of  pecuniary  assistance.    Shall  we  accept  their  proposition?  or 
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shall  we  let  sectional  and  political  differences  stand  in  the  way  of  this 
work,  "Whose  banner  over  us  is  love"?  We  suggest  that  this  subject  be 
discussed  at  length  in  this  Convention.  And  let  us  pray  earnestly  for 
divine  guidance  in  the  decision  of  this  momentous  question.  We  suggest 
further  that  if  any  Auxiliary  Society  desire  to  assist  in  foreign  work  by 
supporting  a  native  student  in  the  Mission  Schools  of  India,  they  be 
allowed  to  do  so,  and  their  work  be  recognized  by  this  society. 

Like  the  fishers  of  Gennesareth,  we  have  too  long  plied  the  Gospel  net 
along  the  shores  and  in  the  most  accessible  and  promising  positions,  leav- 
ing untouched  the  vast  ocean  of  darkness  and  guilt  beyond  our  soundings. 
Let  us  obey  the  divine  command,  "Launch  out  into  the  deep  and  let  down 
the  net  for  a  draught. ' ' 

A  fisherman  toiling  in  shadows, 

And  toiling  all  night  in  vain, 
Ever  seining  the  oft-tried  waters 

And  shunning  the  pathless  main.
